mis or skin of the leaf. What he de- 
vours is the parenchyma or soft pulp 
ot tha leaf. 
Wherever he works, hia 


traces are 
visible in .the 
rapidly 


spreading brown spots on the green 
leaf which gradually curls, up as the 
life is sucked or eaten out of it. 
As 


many ns 100 of these tiny caterpillars 
have been counted in a single oak leaf 
which goes to show the plcntifulness of 
the insect. 


The oak shrubs seems Id be tho first 


infested. 
Then the post spreads uv 


Into the trees, working his way toward 
the top. He seems to have a special 
fondness for red and white oaks, hut 
walnut and linden trees have also been 
found infested. 


As tho worm Is Inside of the leaf it 


can readily be appreciated why the ar- 
senate of-lead that is sprayed on the 
outside of tlie leav,?s apparently has no 
effect on them. This fact also explains 
his impregnable position so far as the 
birds and various other parasites are 
concerned. The insect Is a "miner" and 
works all the time below the surface.—

entomologist at th« Melrose parasite 
station. 
Mr. Flske has given consider- 


able study to these caterpilars and 
found that 
there ..were IS yarleties 


among the specimens submitted. Just 
what they were he was unable to state; 
but whatever their names they are ex- 
cedlngly hardy and voracious, too. 


On July 0 of this year some strange 


caterpillars wore found on the big .elm 
tree in front of Gen. Lawrence's stable.

gle twig one foot long contained 135 
caterpillars.

with. Fortified by his position during 
his whole working life against.the at- 
tacks of birds or other parasites aud 
also against the weather—or any-poi--- 
sohous spray that may be directed at 
him, he -is ~'safe~from ordinary assault. 


The new caterpillar and motti 
are 


practically unknown. 
Whether 
they 
bear a name-or .not cannot be stated. 
They were discovered two years ago 
this spring by Gen. Samuel C. Law- 
rence in his woods, eating away at tho 
inside pulp of tho leaves of. some email 
oak undergrowth. Since then 
they 


have spread over many acres of hia 
estate and the adjoining Fells reserva- 
tion, and now .there are moro'millions 
of them in the woods than there were 
persons found by the United States 
enumerators in the whole 1910 census. 


The caterpillar in question is from 


i 
1-8 to 3-16 of an inch long, a llttlo flat, 
translucent 
creature of a yellowish 


green or. darker color that eats his way 
between the upper and under epider- 
mis or'skin of the leaf. What he de- 
vours is the parenchyma or soft pulp 
of the.leaf. 
Wherever he works, his 


traces are 
visible in the 
rapidly 


spreading brown spots on the green 
leaf which gradually curls up as the 
life is sucked or eaten out of it. As 
many as 100 of those tiny caterpillars 
have been counted in a single oak leaf 
which goes to show the plentifulness of 
the insect. 


The oak shrubs seems to be the first 


infested. 
Then the pest spreads 
up 


into the trees, working his way toward 
the top. He seems to have a special 
fondness for red and white oaks, but 
walnut and linden trees have also been 
round infested. 


AH the worm is inside of the leaf It 


ran.reartlly be appreciated why the ar- 
senatc of lead that is sprayed on the 
outside of the leaves apparently has no 
offset on them. This fact also explains 
bis impregnable position so far as the 
birds and various other parasites aro 
concerned. The Insect is a "miner" and 
works all the time below -tho uurfa.ce. — 


About May 20 last the big towor on 
Ram's Head hill and the adjacent trees 
were fairly covered with u. shower o£ 
Hip little white millers of thia particu- 
lar insect. 
About that time the eggs 


must have been laid,—nobody knows 
where.—and later the little caterpillars 
must have come into existence. Dur- 
ing the last four weeks their presence 
has been noticed with an tver increas- 
ing spread till now there are hundreds 
of trees the leaves of which are cn- 


Cjeveloplng. Some, of the youngest cater- 
pillars are almost as colorless as small 
shrimp. 
. Minute spots, apparently ol 


blapk excrement, are scattered about on 
the lower thickness of the leaf. 


To see the creature at work you must 


get your leaf and split it open by 
lifting oft the thin upper skin,—a trick 
which is easily done, thanks to the 
skiir and .thoroughness with which the 
insect does his work. 


It may be that some device may be 


arranged to destroy the multitudes of 
millers that will soon be, flying and thus 
bring about a reduction in the possible 
numbers .of the next generation. But 


problem In not. an easy one. 


These little miners are not the. only 


new - moth pesti ihat have -been -fl 
covered in the Fells. 
Last .year and 


this year it was found that ths tops of 
some of the red oaks on the Lawrence 
estate were being defoliated. . Gen. 
Lawrence took a large quantity of the 
caterpillars to the state forester who 
,sent them to William F.. Fiske, -the 
entomologist at the Melrose parasite 
station. 
Mr. Fisko has given consider- 


able study to these caterpilarsi and 
found that 
there 
were 12 varieties 


among the specimens submitted. Just 
what they were he was unable to state, 
but whatever their names they are ex- 
cedlngly hardy and voracious," too. . 


On July 9 of this year.some strange 


caterpillars were found on the big elm 
tree in front of Gen. Lawrence's stable. 
As they were entirely unlike any cater- 
pillars that the men had seen before a 
large number of specimens were esnt 
to the Melrose parasite station. 
A sin- 


gle twig one foot long contained 136 
caterpillars. 
At Melrose they were 


recognized as the "morning cloak but- 
terfly" caterpillars, which are common 
In the western states, where they .are 
extremely partial to willow trees, but 
aro seldom se*n in the cast. 
They 


were more than one inch in length and 
bad two rows 'of horns or spines ex- 
tending along their back with 11 In 
each row.

leaf, you will find half a dozen or sev- 
eral score ot the tiny caterpillars un- 
der the thin upper skin. Just now the 
caterpillars are mostly full grown, n,

In two months the cycle from 
miller to miller has been completed. 
How many cycles takr. place

Under the microscope the full grown 


..-aterpillai- apears to be somdthlnK less 
than 3-10 of an jnch in length. 
Except 


for hifj flat appearance.—his width being 
four or five times ills thickness and 
ono-ntlh of his lenKtb.—he looks like 
tile rattler of a microscopic 
rattle- 


snake. 
There are 11 of these articles 


or rattles with a sharp little head at 
one end and a dark little tail at the 
other. 
As the caterpillar matures he 


seems to grow darker. 
When in the 


pupa state he is something like the 
color of iron rust or a little redder. 
This pupa is encased in a small film 
of white silk like the finest waxed pa- 
per which is attached to the inside of 
the heavier underskin of the leaf. This 
white film or cocoon is circular in 
form and about one quarter inch in 
diameter.

CANNON 
AND

Speaker Cannon in an address at Kansas City on Saturday delivered 


one of his customary tirades against the press of the country and under- 
took to defend the tariff law, stating (hat it was unfairly criticized because 
certain schedules were held up as unjust, whereas the law taken as a whole 
is the best that could be devised. 


He says: "The discontent of a people is nol measured by complaints 


in the press. The pocket nerve was never in better condition than today, 
and that is the real evidence of confidence on the part of the American 
people in the economic policies of the government." 


That is a sample o£ Cannon's political claptrap. Both statements are 


i'alse, but perfectly characteristic of.Cannon. 


Cannon is still as unrepentant and pugnacious as ever. lie will fight 


for anything bearing the label republican. He contends that he is right 
and that the people who criticize- the tariff are wrong, although he admits 
that in the past thirty-five years he has been wrong as often-as a score 
of times. 


The "country wants (o get rid of Cannon and Cannonism; it wants to 


get rid of the standpatters and the policy they represent; it wants to get 


. i-id of the excessive tariff thai has driven 
up the 
cost 
of 
living 
to 


unprecedented figures; it wants to get rid of the alliance between the repub- 
lican party and the trusts which gives the combinations of capital the 
power to write Ihoir schedules in the tariff law and enables them to control 
the government of the country. There is little hope of securing these 
reforms with the republican parly in power and, therefore, the remedy is 
to elect a democratic congress this fall and a democratic president in 1912. 
The republicans will make a great effort to change the public mind upon 
these questions during the coming fall, but in spite of the fact that Roose- 
velt, Taft, Lodge, Cannon, Sherman and a great many other party leaders 
will be on the slump, we do not, believe they will be able to cajole the people 
into another endorsement of the republican party and its policies. 


THE 
CLEANING 
UP OF LAWRENCE 


The great question under discussion at (he present time in Lawrence 


ib how to stop grafting. There is considerable talk as to certain employes 
of the city who, it is alleged, obtain their places through payment of a cer- 
tain amount to city officials supposed to have some influence in making the 
appointments. These mutters should be thoroughly .investigated by the 
district attorney so thnt there may be n general cleaning up and that every 
guilty official may be punished.

turned aside in a somewhat similar way. Public sentiment had grown too 
strong, however, and (he district attorney was

to 
bring them 


to trial. 


We are not quite certain whether the people of Lawrence are satisfied 


with the progress in (ho direction of reform that has been made since the 
election of Mayor White on a reform platform. 
We arc of the opinion 


that the trials that have just, taken place and those that are yet to c.omc 
will do more for reform than has been done in Lawrence for the past ten 
years. It will teach the people, a. lesson as (o tho kind of men they should 
elect to public office and as to what these men should do as public officials. 
H will put a stop to grafting «;id the political turmoil that has been in 
vogue nnd that some, poople think necessary to good government. We are 
also of the opinion that Lawrence is likely to adopt the commission form 
of government same, as Havcrliill so that there will bn fewor officials to 
watch and that a better clans of men will be selected for the offices to 
bo filled.

, Medford's latest moth pest may yet 
be the worst 
Although tho smallest 


as an. Individual, ho bids fair to be-, 
coine the biggest in'numbers and tho 
most dangerous In his depredations. 
He may be the insect that will dam- 
age hte American forests more seri- 
ously than any. other pests that have 
preceded him. 1 He is a. miner 
and

From the fact that there is no known 


way of attacking the caterpillar with- 
out destroying the trees, he is a par- 
ticularly difficult proposition to. deal 
with.. Fortified by his position during 
his whole working life against the at- 
tacks, of birds or other parasites and 
also against the; weather or "any pol- 
Boninis .spray_...tha..t;mayibe .directed.„«. 
him, he is safe .from ordinary assault. 


The new caterpillar and moiii aro 


practically unknown. Whether ,they 
bear a name or not cannot be stated. 
They were discovered two. years agh 
thin spring by Gen. Samuel C. Law- 
rence in, his woods, eating away at tho 
inside pulp of the leaves of some small 
oak undergrowth; 
Since then .-they 


have spread over many acres of hiy 
estate and the adjoining Fells reserva- 
tion, -and now there aro more millions 
of them in the woods,than there were 
persons ' found by the United States 
enumerators in the whole 1010 census! 


The caterpillar in question is from 


1-S to 3-16 of an inch long, a little flat, 
translucent 
creature 
of a 
yellowish 


green Or darker color that eats his way 
between, tho upper and under epider- 
mis or skin of the leaf. What he de- 
vours is the parenchyma or soft pulp 
of tho leaf. 
Wherever he works, his 


traces are 
visible in tho 
rapidly 


spreading brown spots on the green 
leaf which gradually curls up as the 
life is sucked or eaten out of it. As 
many as 100 of these tiny caterpillars 
have been counted in a single oak leaf 
which goes to show the plentifulness of 
the insect. 


The oak shrubs seems to be the first 


Infested. 
Then the pest spreads 
up 


into the trees, working his way toward 
tho top. He seems to have a special 
fondness for red and white oaks, but 
walnut and linden trees have also been 
found Infested. 
, 
< 


As thn worm is Inside of the leaf it 


can readily bo appreciated why the ar- 
senoto of lead that is. sprayed on the 
outside of the leaves apparently has no 
effect on them. This fact also explains 
his impregnable position so far as the 
birds and various other parasites are 
concerned. The insect is a "minor" arid 
works all the time below the surface. 


About !Uay 20/last the big tower on 
Ram's Heart hill a.nd the adjacent trees 
wure -fairly covered with o. shower yt 
the little white millers of this particu- 
lar insect. 
About that time the eggs 


must have been laid,—nobody knows 
where,—and later the little caterpillars 
must have come Into existence. 
Dur- 


ing tho last four weeks their presence 
has been noticed with an tver increas- 
ing spread till now there are hundreds 
of trees the leaves of which are en- 
tirely brown. 


Splitting open the 
brown 
spotted 


leal, you, will find half a dozen or sev- 
eral score of the tiny caterpillars un- 
der the thin upper skin. Just now the 
caterpillars are mostly full. grown, a 
large portion of them are pupating and 
a few have 
transformed 
into flying 


millers. In two months the cycle from 
miller to miller has been completed. 
How many cycles take, place in 
the 
season will be known later. 
Under the microscope the full grown 


caterpillar apoars to be something less 
than 3-16 of'an inch In length. 
Except 


for his flat appoarancp.—his width b-sinj; 
four or five times his thickness and 
one-fifth of his lenRth,—ho looks like 
tlio rattler of a microscopic 
rattle- 


snake. 
Them are 11 of these articles 


or rattles with a sharp little bead at 
one end and a dark little tail at tho 
other. 
As the caterpillar matures he 


seems to grow darker. 
When in the 


pupa state he is something like the 
color- of iron rust or a little redder. 
This pupa is encased in a small film 
of white silk like the finest waxed pa- 
per which is attached to the inside of 
the heavier underskin of the leaf. This 
white film or cocoon Is circular In 
form and about one quarter inch in 
diameter. 


In the 
same leaf this week may be 


yeen a large mimber of crawling cater- 
pillars, also pupae in ail stages, includ- 
ing some where tho wings aro fast 


developing. Some of the youngest cater- 
pillars aro almost as colorless as .small 
shrimp. 
Minute spots, apparently of 


black excrement, are scattered about on 
the 'lower thickness ot the. leaf. 


To see the creature at work you must 


get your leaf and split it - open by 
lifting off the thin upper skin,— a trick 
which is easily done, thanks' to the 
skill and thoroughness with which the 
Insect does his Work. 


It may be that some devios may be 


arranged to destroy the multitudes of 
millers that will soon be (lying and thus 
bring about a reduction In .the possible 
numbers- of tho next generation. 
But 


the problem is not an easy one. 
. The.ue-Jit.tle. miners are.not~the.only 
new 
moth p'ests that have been dis- 


covered In the. Fells. 
Last year and 


this year it was found that the tops of 
some of the red oaks on the Lawrence 
estate wero being: defoliated. 
Gen. 
Lawrence took a large quantity of. the 
caterpillars to the state forester who 
sent them to William F, FIske, 
the 


entomologist at the Melrose parasite 
station. 
Mr. Fiske has given consider- 


able study to -these caterpilars and 
found that 
there 
wero 12 varieties 


among the specimens submitted. Just 
what they were ha was unable to state, 
but whatever their names .they are ex- 
cedingly hardy and voracious, too. . 


On July 9 of this year some strange 


caterpillars were found on the big elm 
tree in front of Gen. Lawrence's stable. 
As they' were entirely unlike any cater- 
pillars that the men had seen before a 
large number of specimens were &snt 
iq the Melroso parasite station. 
A sin- 


gle twig one foot long contained 136 
caterpillars. 
At Melrose they wero 


recognised as the "morning cloak but- 
terfly" caterpillars, which are common 
in the western states, whore they are 
extremely partial to willow trees, but 
are seldom seen in the east. 
They 


were more than one inch in length and 
bad two rows of horns or spines ex- 
tending along their back with 11 in 
each row.

sion of Je'.vs from Kiev (s at tho rato 
of forty-Bva individuals a day.

July 4 until July 16, 487 were expelled 
by what is known as the second meth- 
od. 
That is they were actually forced 


to leava town.

period 1121 persons wero expelled by

private affairs.

there were 165 expulsions from Solo- 
menka and 151 from Demieffka.

Screams of 
women followed and Patrolman Healey 
Instantly located tho cries In the lodg- 
ing house. 
Ha ran to tile doorway 
at 906 Washington street and hurried 
up the stairs.'. 
• When.'he entered a room, on the third 
floor he.found a man upon the floor 
bleeding from the'-ears. nose and mouth 
and' another man sitting disconsolate 
upon-the side of a bed, and two women 
wringing their 
hands, weeping and 


screaming. " 
Patrolman'Healey grabbed

With a quick blow of his fist, Patrol- 


man Healey knocked the revolver out 
of Farrell's hand and -he then secured 
the weapon and put It in his own 
pocket. 
He went to the box and sent 


In a call for an ambulance

-.When they arrived he Bent the pris- 
oner to the station house in charge of 
the wagon men and went back to the 
house. 
Lawson was taken to the City 


Tawson was dead when he was picked 
up from the floor and after the arobu- 
lanoe arrived at the hospital the hm.1:' 
was sent to the morgue. 
Lawson died 


from an internal hemorrhage. 
Mark, for Two, Bullets 


Lawaon was struck by two bullets. 
The first one lodged in his left jaw 


toward the point of the chin. 
The second bullet passed through 


the right arm and into the arm pit, 
severing an artery and causing an In- 
ternal hemorrhage. 
Every exit to the house, was prompt- 


ly guarded by the police following the 
shooting and tho witnesses detained

"O, officers, get mo some morphine 
and s.ome cigarettes and I will be sat- 
isfied," he shouted.

about anything else." 
Like a Man in a Trance 


Farrell behaved like a man in a 
trance when he was brought into Dep- 
uty Supt. Lawrence Cain's office to be 


interviewed by Chief Inspector Dugan. 
Ho wore a gray summer sack suit, a 
Panama hat, a.high collar and a white 
four-in-hand tie. He has a 
sandy 


mustache, sandy hair and large blue 
eyes. -He-is 'a. French Canadian and 
camo from Ottawa, Can., a year ago. 
:-Farrell begged-again, .for drugs, but 
when somewhat calmed, he said: 
"Mrs. Lawson is my wife's niece. On 


Sunday night I had to call in two 
policemen to throw two" men out of 
my house. They were making bother 
and attacking me. 
"I bought a .revolver today to pro- 
tect myself with.'. 1 feared 
Lawson 


would kill me because I had trouble 
with him on Sunday ni'ght.' 


"Tonight 
Lawson 
came. into my 


room and began to abuse and upbraid 
me about his wife. He told me.that ii 
I had any arguments with, her that I 
must hive them in his presence, Then 
he-struck me. Then I drew my revol- 
ver arid shot him and the ..women camo 
into tho room and then the police- 
man. I do not remember any more. I 
was afraid he was going to kill me." 
' Mrs. Lawson, who was the first wit- 
ness to tellher story lo Chief Inspec- 
tor Dugan, said: .-' * 


"Mr. Farrell came into my room 


Sunday night- and began to upbraid me 
and he struck me In the face. I told 
my husband about it. 
Tonight.- my 


husband went to Mr. Farrell's room 
to talk to him about it and to ask 
him to tell his troubles to him and nol 
to mo.: 


"I tried•' to persuade him not to go,

The great question tinder discussion at the present time in Lawrence 


is how to stop grafting. There is considerable talk ns to certain employes 
of the city who, it is alleged, obtain their places through payment of a cer- 
tain amount to city officials supposed to have some influence in making the 
appointments. 
These rnnliers should be thoroughly investigated by the 


district attorney so that there may be n general cleaning up and that every 
guilty official may ba punished1. 


Chief Hnmilton of the fire department is under indictment for alleged 


irregularity in securing his office. It is up to the district attorney to see 
that Chief Hamilton be speedily tried aud that if guilty lie be punished 
with the other officials already convicted. 


Chief Hamilton has been (lie main cause of the trouble which cul- 


minated in the conviction of Mayor White, and it is due to the city that 
ho be tried without delay. 
The chief trouble, however, with the city of 


Lawrence.in the past hns been that when indictments were'.brought they 
were hung up by the district attorney nnd never brought to trial. For that 
reason the city officials assumed that the recent 
indictments cotild 
be 


turned aside in a somewhat similar wny. Public sentiment had grown too 
strong, however, nnd the district attorney was 
forced 
to 
bring 
them 


to trial. 


We are not quite certain whether the people of Lawrence arc satisfied 


with the progress in the direction of reform that lias been made since the 
election of Mayor White on a reform platform. 
We are, of the opinion 


that the trials that have just taken place and those that are yet to come 
will do more for reform limn hns been done in Lawrence for tho past ten 
years. It will teach the people a lesson ns to the kind of men they should 
elect to public office and as to whnt these men should do as public officials. 
It will put a stop to grafting %-id the political turmoil that has been in 
vogue nnd that some people think necessary to good government. 'We are 
also of tho opinion Hint. Lawrence is likely to adopt the commission form 
of government same as Hnverhill so Hint, there will he fewer officials to 
wafch nnd that a better clnss of men will he selected for tho offices to 
be filled.
